Amendments to the Claims 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method of reprinting a at least one page of a printed document, the 

method comprising: 

receiving a print job at p rinting a print job on a printer to generate the printed document^ 
wherein each page of the printed document corresponds with a logical page in the print job : 
determining that a at least one p age of the printed document includes an error on the 

page; 

modifying the print job to include a new logical page: 

instructing a user to load the printed document into an inserter tray on the printer; 
processing each page of the printed document from the inserter tray on the printer to an 
output tray on the printer by: 

determining if a current ^ page being processed includes the error; and 
if the current p age includes the error, then discarding the current page, r e printing 
printing the new logical page from the modified print job to generate a new page, and sending 
the new page to the output tray in place of the current page including the error.i -aad 

if th e pag e do e s not includ e th e e rror, th e n s e nding th e pag e to th e output tray . 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein determining if the current page being 
processed that the at least one page of the printed document includes the error further comprises: 

identifying a logical page in the received print job corresponding with the current page 

being processed; 

identifying a loaical pa^c in the modified print job corrcspondinu with the identified 

logical page in the received print job: 

determining if there is a difference between the identified logical pages: and 

indicating that the current page includes the error in response to determining that there is 

a difference. 

quor3dng the user as to whether an updated copy of the printed document is available. 
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3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim [[2]] 1 further comprising: 

if the updated copy of the printed document is available, then querying the user for the 
modified print job in response to determining that a page of the printed document includes an 
error, automatically identifying the at least one page having the error; 

if the updated copy of the docum e nt is not availabl e , th e n allowing th e us e r to id e ntify th e 
at least one page having the error. 

4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim [[3]] 1 further comprising: 

determining that the error is a paper jam wh e th e r th e e rror e xists ; and 
notifying the user of the paper jam effer. 

5. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 wherein the error includes an update to the print 
job after printing the print job.

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8. (Currently Amended) A system operable to reprint for reprinting a at l e ast one page of a 
printed document, the system comprising: 

a printer operable configured to receive prifrt a print job^ and to generate the printed 
document based on the print job, wherein each page of the printed document corresponds with a 
logical page in the print job and to d e t e rmin e that at l e ast on e pag e of th e print e d docum e nt 
includes an error on th e page ; and 

a user interface operable configured to instruct a user to load the printed document into 
an inserter tray on the printer[[;]]i 

wherein t he printer is fiirther operable configur e d to determine that a page of the printed 
document includes an error, to modify the print job to include a new logical page, to process 
each page of the printed document from the inserter tray on the printer to an output tray on the 
printer^j and to determine if a current page being processed the page includes the error[[;]]^ 

wherein t he printer, responsive to determining that the current p age includes including 
the error, is_fiirther operable configur e d to discard the current page, r e print print t he new logical 
page from the modified print job to generate a new page, and to send the new page to the output 
tray in place of the current page including the error. ff:]] aad 

the printer, responsive to th e pag e not including th e e rror, fiirth e r configur e d to s e nd th e 
pag e to th e output tray. 

9. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 8 wherein the printer is fiirther configured to: 
identify a logical page in the received print job corresponding with the current page being 

processed, to identify a logical page in the modified print job corrcspondinu with the identified 
logical page in the received print job, to determine if there is a difference between the identified 
logical pages, and to indicate that the current page includes the error in response to the 
determination that there is a difference- 
us e r int e rfac e is fiirth e r configur e d to qu e ry th e us e r as to wh e th e r an updat e d copy of th e 
print e d docum e nt is availabl e . 
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10. (Currently Amended) The system of claim [[9]] 8 wherein the printer is further operable 
configured to query the user for the modified print job in response to the determination that a 
page of the printed document includes an error. 

identify the at least one page having the error if the updated copy of the printed document is 
available and to allow the user to identify the at l e ast on e pag e having th e e rror if th e updat e d 
copy of th e printed document is not available. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The system of claim [[10]] 8 wherein the printer is further operable 
configur e d to determine that the error is a paper jam, w h e th e r th e e rror e xists and to notify the 
user of the paper jam escef.

13. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 8 wherein the error includes an update to the print 
job after printing the print job.

15. (New) A computer readable medium tangibly embodying programmed instructions which, 
when executed by a computer system, are operable for performing a method of reprinting a page 
of a printed document, the method comprising: 

receiving a print job at a printer to generate the printed document, wherein each page of 
the printed document corresponds with a logical page in the print job; 
determining that a page of the print job includes an error; 
modifying the print job to include a new logical page; 

instructing a user to load the printed document into an inserter tray on the printer; 
processing each page of the printed document from the inserter fray to an output fray on 
the printer by: 

determining if a current page being processed includes the error; and 

if the current page includes the error, then discarding the current page, printing 

the new logical page from the modified print job to generate a new page, and sending the new 

page to the output fray in place of the current page including the error. 

16. (New) The method of claim 15 wherein determining if the current page being processed 
includes the error further comprises: 

identifying a logical page in the received print job corresponding with the current page 
being processed; 

identifying a logical page in the modified print job corresponding with the identified 

logical page in the received print job; 

determining if there is a difference between the identified logical pages; and 

indicating that the current page includes the error in response to determining that there is 

a difference. 
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17. (New) The method of claim 15 further comprising: 

querying the user for the modified print job in response to determining that a page of the 
printed document includes an error. 

18. (New) The computer readable medium of claim 15 wherein the method further comprises: 

determining that the error is a paper jam; and 
notifying the user of the paper jam. 

19. (New) The computer readable medium of claim 15 wherein the error includes an update to 
the print job after printing the print job. 
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
